For Allesred Defamation of Character 
—A Case that vrlll Last 
BeToral Days.. .', 



Contempt of Court • 'Vy'hlch ' May Be- 
suit ia a Teroi^ of Imprisqu- .. 
ment. 



In the Sapnime Qourt, yostordayi' nioctitng, 
before Slr^,'.B. Bogbla'asd |9,'8peolal Jary, (he 
c.iao ot Vernon tb. The Times waa begun. Thla 
ia an action for libel, in which damn(;o9 are 
laid at $10,000. The article coinpl.ilncd of ap- 
peared in tho Victoria IJaMy Times, ot July 
2liit, under tho heading "VacillaUng Vornon," 
which accused tho Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works of favoritism in tho adminis- 
tration of hia department. Ono ot the clauses 
ot tho article to which exception is taken, and 
on which the charge is mainly based, reads 
thus : 

"All tho political scandals ot this year ot 
grace, 1891, are not centered in Ottawa. At 
tho Federal capital, no doubt, the Katnostors 
play for blRbei^ stakes, .and there bis' more 
gainblors t^ore.tban ia^;'V^otorIa, who go in far 
a Krand Ja'eic'poti b'u^'otir' Chief Com'misaloner 
of Lands and Wo ks knows hdw to play a lone 
hand, when tho stakes are worth tho risk. Tho 
gambler who plays with cards up his sleeve ia 
pretty certain to win tho game; and, lor tho 
samo rc^isoa, when .vir. lioorgc Forbes Vornuu 
ia the interpreter ot tUo Lana Act— uno dealer, 
bo to speak, ot the caids-^the play is unequal, 
and the honest upplicaut for laud is at a latal 
dlsadvunuige." 

It goes on to give what It alleges to bo a 
faithful aecouni of certain appJicjiti.,na for 
lands at Porifiimpson, accu-lng Air. Vornon of 
tavuring his friends, tu the detriment of others 
who applied fur BCuliona ut tliut country. 

JMossis. Clias Wilson ond 0. V. UodwoU 
appeared for tho plaintiil'; iMessrs. A. L. 
lleiyea and Thornton l-'ell for tho defcnilant. 
Tho following jury wore sworn in: Alcsars. J. 
Lovoll (foromaii), Ueorge Jacciucs, K. J. Kussoll, 
Joseph .-roiii-a. John ' eague, VV, U. AloKllllcan, 
I'. T. Johnson, and David .-ipeneer. 

Mr. Uodweli opened tho case with a lengthy 
explanalioa of tho working of the Land Act, 
explaining that it waa the policy ot the Govern- 
ment to cncouragu the taking up of crown 
lands, lie produced maps showing trauls of 
land applied tor by Messrs. Uavles, liarnard, 
UunninKhani & Son, and others, nil of which 
had been duly advertised, and the ten per cent, 
paid down. At this time tho deparimeni was 
not awaro that there wero any oilier oliiims on 
this property, and no. until those to whom tho 
lands had boon aw irdcd had p iidin tlieir last 
deposit on tho oth Mai ch old this appear. On 
tlio IMh March, and after thu usual sixty days' 
notice had been gi yen, claims to thu property 
canio in from other parties. Mr. Virnun inter- 
preted the Act us meaning that those latter 
pan it's had no c'uim, tliu time for making tuulr 
claims having expired. Had they any objection 
a remedy was provided for tlioui by s>te, ion 102 
ot the l.und Acl, giving Ihcni jiower wiihin one 
month to appeal lo the court. They persisted, 
however, ill ihjjlr claims, and tli« mAlter was 
reforrfd to tho Aitorrey Utnurttl, who, npo.i 
consideration thought it wuuid b^ advisable to 
hold an invostigatiun. i he result of this inves- 
tigation was, that It was found llial In sUiking 
the lands the conditions ot the Act had not 
been complied with by Mr. IJavies, Mr. bar 
iiard or Mr. Cunningham. Ilut if 
these gentleroen had not oemplled with 
the Act, the btiiera wore wrong in the auper- 
luti vo degroH. As none of tho pan ies had com- 
plied witu the Act, it was docidcd to take the 
land over from the claimants as surveyed land, 
and olTer it (or publio sale. The sale was duly 
advertised, but befoi-o tlio date set forth, aiid 
from information received by Mr. Vernon, he 
deemed it advisable to witbdraw the sale, 
ThLscourcc was nppi uved ot in council, ( I'lio 
article in tlio Times of 21st July, appearing un- 
derlbe lieadliig, " Vacilnting Vernon," whs 
here submitted.) Counsel argued at lengih 
til It t he an iele was tt dear libel, lull ot fa.ao- 
hood and baie charges, as tho editor oc the 
Times must have known at the date. Not 
alone was tho personal cbiiractor ot Air. Vo.- 
nun attacked, but his public character wasus- 
Hailcd. 'I lie article in (|iicstlon, counsel sild, 
was uiilruo. hostile, uiilair and muliciouj. It 
was not publi.stit-d lor llie piirpusu of beiiull'ing 
the (■uiiiiiiuniiy, but cJe.irlj to gratify llie 
pjii ecu (if ilie wi Iter or satiic ollifir individii il. 
Tne libeity of tliu jiruH;, w.ia iiliiioit an esteii. 
Hal iji 111! iir.)H|i(!riiy uf a cunmry : but it was a 
Jibert} v.iiicli t-lioulil 111)1 b^ abiK^cil. The ar- 
ticle in thu Times was I k-.irly iin r.iniso of this 
liberty, it was not written witli the iiljuct ot 
rcnie yingwhvt tlio writer iMof. hrcil " to' be- 
lievo ID l)j crookedness (in tin,- p,irf. of .Mr 
Vcrniiii. ir this wero tlio otiject, it would 
havu biien couched in b.ii^uaKc more becom- 
ing and serious, instead ui vulgarisms, iho 
w.iteriipiiarLiil y bcim; better aci|uaintcd with 
gumbiiiiK l^ind card-plaj ing slang I him with 
good Knglisli. It waa no defence to set up that 
llie article was written in good fulth, und that 
the wr.ter believed whathesald to bo the tr uth. 
JJe had the means at his uisv-Osal <o ascertain 
tue correct state of tho case, as all the uvidenoo 
needed- it waa dociiiiiuul.iiy evidence— tould 
bo had from the Lamls an I Works IJepart- 
inniii. This coiiiil ry u ius a yimiit,' i-oiiiiti y, and 
till! KuvuniniciiL \\ as wi-,<.-ly Liiilu.iviir.iii,' id in. 
duci: settlers anil capit .1 in i-uiiie lu ii. and t iku 
up the viiciiiit l.iiiils. Til'! ollViiaivearticie was 
extensively copied into otlior newspapers, not 
idune in Camilla and .-Viiiei ica, but in tlio Old 
Country. What would jieople think of the 
oiannur in wliieli the iiiiids niid Works 
Uapartment v\as niiiinifc'-eil, if they wore to 
believe tho sUiU iiieiiti iiiiLde in the Times con- 
cerning Its thietf Then again, to pruvo 
i.be nmllco of tho Times, an unprecedented 
liberty .waa taken in publishing tho preliminary 
exaiiiination, and that in a garbled form— 
most important poinia being wilfully oniitted, 
and lor tlie purpose of i)i (;imliciiig tile public 
mind before mo case was licajii. 

Ills Lordship— Whoever is res[)0iisible for or 
advised Uio pijbllcntioii ot tliat eviileiicu was 
guilty of a gross cuntompt of court, and ia 
liable til impriaonineiir. It is i,ot a true copy of 
the olllciaJ re]iiiri , and had uo right whatever 
to be piblislicil. It is t^roaa contempt of 
court. 

Hon. Tlieo. Davie was put in the box, and 
recognized the copy of the Times, coiitjtining 
the article, wnicli he piii cluu.e.l at tho ul'lce of 
lliiit paper.

Protests - iroro also 
directed to tho Conlmi^Bioner against thoap- 
plica ion of K. .S. liarnard tor lands in tho Bumo 
district. Seeing that the same answer was 
being given as In the lirst petition, thoso who 
claimed Iho prior rights to tho lands in ques- 
tion, sent In their cheques for purchase money, 
but thoso also wero returnou, A sample letter 
in this connoclion is tho following :

I have also to acknowledge receipt of 'your 
loiter of 28th Inst, ro tuning cheque for 818 
deposited on behalf of Messrs. Geo, F. Hopkins 
and A. E. Green tor purchase of ISO acres. 

In tho above letters you declino to entertain 
our applications on thu ground that these lands 
have been applied for by Mr. V. H. liarnard, 
Alc^s's. It. Cunningham &Son.nnd Air. Joshua 
Davit's, and that no protests against their ap- 
plications had been tiled botoru receipt of thuir 
deposits. 

I would remind you that in my letter of 17th 
AInrch last I uointod out that that position is 
untenable. As you iiave not taken excepticn 
to our contentions as expressed in that letter, 
it is needless for mu to repeat the provisions of 
the Land Act which are fatal to tho claims of 
tho applicants who you say made prior applica- 
tion ; but wo claim iho right given by the Act 
to shew, and to aopoar before you and prove, 
that wu have complied with the Act and that 
tho other applicants have not. 

Trusting to receive fair treatment at tho 
hands of the Dopartmont, which is all we ask, 
I beg ' o again send you, inclosed herewith, thu 
throe cheques which wore returned by you.

Ono of tho applicants. Mr. ITall, wrote asking 
it there waa anv mistaku in the case. 

Witness explained that parties wishing to 
purcliaso lands had to give sixty days' nolll^e, 
w'hile notice f r pre empted lands should also 
bo given for a like term. On tho '/Glh May. 
tho Housn was prorogued. Air. Vornon left 
Victori-i in Alay, and the election was in Juno. 
IIu went to the Inierior during tho interval 
between tiuaaad.tMilgtb' July, and-xeaumod 
his oflica worlt on tho"2l8r.lC-w.v.- vv)>!i,v 

Tho wilriess'snid thtf ho was absent from 
Victoria from 18th May to 18th July, during 
which time there was some correspoiido >cc 
>vith tho olllco. In August ho left on a visit 
to England, returning on the 23rJ January 
last. 

Do j'ou know that cheques presented from 
Air. Barnard, during your absence, wero re- 
ceived at tho olllco and reiurncdl asked Air. 
Wilson. 

Witness said ho know nothing further about 
this mutter except what appeared on the 
hooks. After returning from England he was 
informud that during his absence an investiga- 
tion had been n cntioned.

J. S. Clute, sr., acted as 
referee. A good start was had, all four 
getting oir togcthoj^ Dutch gaining a slight 
load. "Phis he kootnor tho first quarter ot a 
mile, when O'Connor pulled giadually ahead. 
Hanlan then dicw up and also passed Dutch. 
Tho two Canadians kept nearly to;<Clher down 
to the 8 nko bjut, canli pulling a 3« stroke, tho 
Australians ;tl. O'Connor Vounded the buoy in 
mln.'2; sec, H Milan 7 Eoc. later; butcii in 1) 
mln. 5.i sec. and Stephenson In 10 min. This 
pi occssion was kept up to the last, all four pull- 
ing dangerously near tho wharves to escape 
Ih ) curieiit in tho river, though it was slack 
tido. Dutch nulled a wild con so homo, but 
pluckilv continued to the last moment. O'Con- 
nor lluislied three lengths ahead of Uanlan in 
20 min. 5j sec. Dutch was six lengths behind 
Uanlan and dtephonaon atopped ut the boat 
house. The enthusiasm was unbounded as tho 
Canadians led te the flnioh, thecrowdcheering, 
tho whistles screaming a:id the binds playing. 

Tho lacrosse match between Vancouver and 
Webtminstor, iv. tho cxhibi ion grounds, drew 
almost everyone to the park.

'' A few liai 8 ago Governor Morehouse, wbll*- 
on one of his farms, twelve miles from hercw-' -' 
suffered a slight sunstroke. His BystomMrM/it 
pregnated with mularia and BUSiieptibIa".Uy 
tiiver. He was broucht homo, when symptoms 
ot typhoid malarial fever developed. Ho waa 
ac times delirious, and v.'heii in ono of theae 
spells arose from hod, placed his coat and vest 
on the floor for a head rest and inserted a pen- 
knife Into hia neck, touring a wash four inches 
in length and severing the jugular. 

Tho blcod covered hie body ai.d death re- 
sulted in a few minutes after, lie was attended, 
during his dying moments on'y by the neigb- 
bora and servants, tho governor's family bcmj; 
at^ St. Joseph, Mo., on a visit. 

Tho governor was attended last night, tatH 
was rcBting quietly when the alt- ndact lioft .

the physlclau arrived toi late to render B*r- 
vico. The coroner's verdict was rendered .to- 
accordance with tho above. 

Consldoruhlo suriirlso waa manifestcii when 
the news was given to publish this morniur. 
as Governor Alorcliouso was out riding with 
his friend. Air. Allison, last cvcniiig, nccordinf; 
to Allison's testimony, which ia Bubstantlnlly 
that the deceased cxnibited considerable Kor- 
vousness while riding, und nearly fainted. He 
was driven to his residence in all haste, and 
restoratives administered. 

Tho deceased spent a restless night Insl 
night, hut was apparently a.sloop wlion lb» 
attendant left tho room. His wife and daugbr 
ter left at. -Joseph, this evening, for home, 
accompanied by friends. They had not been 
told of the sorrow that awaited them. Mrs.

: SCEJfES IN CHINA. 

To THE BumB,— It Bitty afford serine 
pleasure to' tbo Euro'peanB who were pfe- 
sont a .few .evemngs since at the China 
Mission chapel, ouJTisgard street, to know 
some particulars of scenes exhibited l>y tiie 
magic lantern which inlerest-jtl the Canton- 
ese. Ore of these, the Tomb of Yoli Fei, 
a loyal general, murdered at Hungchow, is 
worthy of notice. The tomb is interesting 
in [Kiiiit of liisloriciil asaociatii.ii, anil the 
one exhibited contains the reiiiaiiis of one 
Yoh Fei, or N'gock Pong Roee,- a general 
who (Itmrishcd during the reign ui Fy Cliing, 
a sovereign i.f the 'I'ai Sooiig ilynasly, 1 ISj, 
A.I). It ijppeirs lliat Fy (.'hong in lighting 
the iiUMiling army of a neighboring sove- 
reign was taken ])riaonor, and that the (iucen 
thea oircieil great rewards to any of the 
atliccrs of his iirniy who should aeciiiiiplish 
the (ivorthruw of the enemy, and tho rea- 
toratioii of her hnsh.iiul to iiii throne. Tho 
•task w,is uiulerlaken by U'gock I'aiig Ko;e, 
a Bolilier of ilistinction. The success oi the 
cx;)edilion, liowovcr, was rot what ilie 
I^rime Minister of the captured sovereign 
de.',ired. He was anxious to bring abonl 
t,!ie death of llie hitler in the hope of occu- 
pying the throne. Ilia wife, like another 
Jc/.ebel, stimulated hur husbund'a ambition, 
•fipd plotted to procure tho execution of 
N'gock Pang Kooe by a false accubation, 
with a cloud of witnesses. The Prime 
Minister, who was called Gh(in Poee, accor- 
dingly represented to the Queen that the 
general was not only indilTerent' to tho re- 
storation of bis sovereign, but was oppress- 
ing the boldiers under his conimund in ii 
variety of ways} that he gave them 
lilllo or no food, kept ' back 
tlieir pay, and took care not to lead 
them against the enemy, who was daily 
laughing at his apparent imbecility.' On 
these rcprcsenUtiona, supported by wit- 
nesses, tho Queen (Ictonnined on the execu- 
tion of N'gock I'ang Koee. The geiieml 
■Kiis neuoriliiigly tecalleil, uiid Chun I'oec, 
fearing lest flo slioiild obtain an interview 
with tho (,)ueeii, tecretly i-ssned an order 
for Ilia (lecapitntioii. This was done witli- 
out her majesty's authority, hut in her 
name, and the order was ut once carried 
out when the general reached Itong Chow. 
The elders of the city, who aiispocled iiiuler- 
liand dealings, memorialized tho Queen. 
T.'lie case was investigated, and the guilt of 
tlie prime minister and his wife and two 
others having been established, they were 
tthrown into prison, where, two months 
later, Chun Poco sickened and died. Two 
aous of N'gock Pang Koce, who had proved 
theniselvca as brave aa their father, were 
then appointed to tho conimiincl, and siic- 
fieodnd in defeating the enemy and restor- 
ing Fy Ching to his throne. On his restora- 
tion, the'Wilo of Cliun Poee was atrnngled, 
au(l the two male prisoners were executed 
by process of slow torture. Tiie wives and 
children and Other near relatives of tho 
male prisonijra were also put to death, ns 
well OS tho children and nearest rohiliTra of 
tlio wifo of Chun Poco. Post humous hon- 
ors was bestowed on N'gock Pang Koee, 
»iid the tomb, vfUioh now slauds m bis

memory, wus eiecteih It is in tlie form of 
a Iiirgo circiiliir niouiid, and ia built of 
brick. In front of it, beside a stone altar 
and a largo tonibstono bearing un inscrip- 
tion, is a nionunientiil gateway of 
three arches. Tho statues fornnins; tlie 
approach represent two ministers of state, 
four warriors, two horses, two rams, and 
two rylins. IJesides those there »re four 
iron figures in a kneeling, ppsturo, as if in 
the act of supplieating'forgivencsa. These 
represent tho four murderers of N'gock 
Pang Poee, with tlieir hands 
bound with cords behind their 
buck, and on ouch figure tlio name of the 
criminal is inscribed. The area in which 
the tomb stands is enclosed by a wall. The 
upper part of tho entrance door of the areu 
is very graceful, and before is a pond of 
water encircled by a wall, on the top of 
wliich is a stone balustrade. A neat monu- 
nicotal bridge of one arch spans the pond, 
near the bridge — at the wall four slabs' are 
inserted,' each engraven with a.. Chinese 
character. . The characters, -'which are 
Ching, Chung, Pow and Kwok, signify 
allegiance, ana attachment to the throne. 
These characters are said to hiive been 
tatooed upon tho back of N'gock I'ang Koee 
by his mother when ho was a chihl. The 
tomb remained intact until the close of tho 
lStlicentury,whenadescendautof the wicked 
prime minister, having taken high litcniry 
honors iit Pekin, nieinoriiilized tlie Emperor 
Kicn Looug, IT.'iG, to grant him us a 
si)i.'cial favor thereniovul of the iron figures 
wliioli coniineuioruted the infiiiny of lii.s 
anocators. Tlie Kiiiperor acceded, but llio 
step gave grout oireiice to tho ])eop!e, and 
he ordered the figures to Ijo replaced. 
They continued uninjured until the capture 
of Hangohow by the Chung Uao or Long- 
Imired rebel.s, when tlii-y were more or leas 
niutihited hy tlieae iconclast-s. 'J'liey were, 
however, realorcd by the proviiioiiil judge, 
aa a nioiuiiiient uhicli he declari d ought to 
stand for ever. It is usual for visitiii s, in 
some instances, to atone, in others to llo:^ 
with sticks the iron ligurca in the stone 
CD ges which represent the vile persons by 
whose false accusations the hero was put to 
deutli. This, however, is a minor offence 
upainst taste, compared with another prac- 
ti;i6 by which the Cliiuese are accustomed to 
express their hatred of the crime thu.s com- 
memorated. Near the tomb stands a templo 
in honor of tlie unfortunate soldier, whom 
the Chinese of course doiScd. It was des- 
troyed by the rebels, but was restored 
by imperial grants of money.

THE REPORTS. " 

It ia surprising, after all, to see how little 
diflbrencD there is between tho report of the 
majority and the report of the minority of = 
the sub-committee in the matter of the 
Tacte charges; yet the Opposition nowa- 
paperj condemn the former as "a white- 
washing report " while they praise the lat- 
ter to the akica ua being impartial as well as 
Able. The difiference between tlie reports 
MS rather in their form than in their sub- 
' atiincc. Tliuy both condemn Thomas Mc- 
■Greevy, the mcmi)cr of Parliament; they 
b«th find that Robert McGroevy, Owtn 
Murphy, and the Connellya formed a con- 
gpiracy to defraud the Governinent; they 
'both assert that several Government otli- 
.'•oiala have been unfaithful; and, stran^^s to 
' my,- titejr both; agree in saying that the 
'ckarges'bf peru^nal corruption agaiuat Sir 
Heckor Langevin have not been proved. 
So close is the resemblance between the 
mijority and minority reports tliut the 
Tsranto Mail heads its article ou them 

Almost UnanimouB." It says ; — 

•'To put'the case in brief, Thomas Mc- 
i Greeyy is found guilty, by both sidea, cn 
-^overy count, while Sir Hector is uxoner- 
.'aitcd, by both sides, from the charnu of 
lAAviag accepted cash trom Murphy, but ia 
)>1ic1d by the miuority to have hud a guilty 
'.'knoWledgi! of the corrupt bargains and 
frau'ls. The Ministeriiil report does not 
say that Sir Hector, wliilo not fjuilty of 
fraud, was ao negligent as to alUuv himself 
to be inipi sL'il upon, but the ri-sulta of the 
conspiracy 'are greatly regretted as regards 
the uibninistration of llie ilep,irtiiiont,' and 
Jthe ex-miiiiottr is tliub made the suljjccl of 
ia milil ceiianrc. 

"Till! uoiicluaioii of tho whole alTair is 
Lliat Tlioinas McOreevy ia rendered a fit 
person for exjni sion. Sir Hector ia for- 
ever unfitted for tho Miniateriul responsi- 
-bilily." f 

The substantial agreement of the t'wd 
reporta also strikes the Toronto Empire 
•most forcibly. Among its comments on the 
aabject arc tlic following : 

"Yet, strongly biased as tho franiers of 
tho minority i eport plainly show themselves 
to be, it is atiikingly bignili.:ant in toe how 
tliey are forced to tollou- the main refxirt in 
allita esaentiul findings, only widely di- 
verging u hen they eoiiiu to. the peisonal 
re;:poniil)ilitio.s of Sir Hector Laiigevin for 
the riif^e.iliiica of e(intr..cior.s anil tlio nii- 
faithfulneaa of public oliicials. 

'• JJ.;th ro[)onH agree in finding tliat 
I,arkin, Cinuio'ly & Co., tlic eontractoi.H for 
« nunilier of public works, were nothing 
short of bwiniUi rs md r(jljbcis, who ilebber- 
ately conspired to defraud the (ioverument 
out of immense cums of money in eomieetion 
ovith (heir contracts. 

'■ Uutn re|joi l.i agree that Tboinaa Me- 
'Orocvy, ni' inlter for (Inebec West, was a 
pirty to this awindling conspiracy, and that 
be acted to some extent as agent for the 
/irni 111 procuring inforiiiatioii, and iisaibtiiig 
f,licin in their operations. 

" l!ot!i reports coineide llmt certain olli- 
■ciala of the Puljlio Works Dipaitmeiit 
were fal.se to their trust, and aided Larkin, 
Connolly it Co. in defrauding the (jovcrn- 
iiicnt. 

'• liolh reports agree frankly in ucipiitting 
.Sir Hector Langeviu of tho charge of per- 
.sonally receiving money from Lnikin, Con- 
nolly & Co. for himself, or for any other 
purpose." 

The ICinpire, tliough generally oonaidcred 
&00 partisan, does not attempt to whitewash 
t)ho late Minister of Fublio yVoiks. ;^-^iho 
the report 'of the'" majority it is' silent on 
.some subjects on which it ia best both for 
the Conservative party and the country to 
be outspoken, yet ita article cuiilaina the 
following very aignilicant passage. After 
iiaving reviewed byth report.s at conaider- 

.mble length, it says';— 

Tho conclusion, therefore, that the evi- 
dence does not justify the charge that the 
Minister was aware of tho conspiracy, or 
ithat ho willingly lent himself to its object,' 

• doQsnot prec'.uuo the opinion that it is 
'2ii(«t heartily to be regretted that a long 
public iearcer full of worthy service to the 

:atato Hhould have been marred by a truat- 
fulnoss so disastrniia in its confciiuences." 
This expression of regret coming from the 

-«hief organ of the Conservative party in 

tOatario means a very great deal. It is 
more forcible and really more condemnatory 

than the stroni?est denunciation uttered by 
tho declared eneiiiica of Sir Hector Langc- 

^lu and the Conservative party. 

'iho Empire also notices a material differ- 



ence between tho two reports in tho foUow' 
iug paragraph : 

" While tho minority report goes to an 
extreme in its ciuicIusionR as to the facta, 
which the evidence docs not warrant, it 
makes no suggestion of any action which 
ought to bo taken iu pursuance of the find- 
ings ; but the main report goes further and 
suggasta that legal proceeding.^ bo taken 
against thoae concerned in conspiracy to rob 
the public treasury. This ia what was to 
be expected from tho attitude of the I'lc- 
iiiiorand Minister of , Justice all throngh 
thia inveatigtttion, and it will bo heartily 
eiuloraed by tho people all over the Dnmiu- 
i^ n. The public mind baa been shocked by 
the rascalities disclosed, and unless legal 
proceedings aro taken to make tl'.oao who 
have been guilty sull'er for what they have 
done, in thia as well us in the tranaactiona 
brought to light by tho Public Accounts 
committee, there would be a maiifcst failure 
of juatico. But there need bo no fear on 
thia Boore, for tho Premier Ima announced 
the iutootion of the Governinent, and it 
will be heartily concurred in by the people " 

The Afontreiil Gazette's oomnient on the 
finding of the miijority of the sub-comtnit- 
tec,with regard to the churgea personal to Sir 
Hector Langeviii, is apparently n.oderatc 
and reiiuirea to he read a second time, iu 
order to reulizo that it coctuius tho most 
cutting censure. It says that, in tho ma- 
jority's report, "Sir Hector Langevin's in 
t^grity is upheld at the expense of his repu 
tation us a careful and efBciont adminis- 
trator." 

To show how far Coiisei vativcs are fron: 
endeavoring to frame excuses for Sir Hector 
Langovin or to palliate his conduct us Min- 
ister of Public Works in any way, we will 
quote a few sentences from tho Hamilton 
Spectator, which is justly regarded, wherever 
it is read, as oneof the strongest of the party 
newspapers. Concluding an article on tho 
"Tarte Cliargcs," it says : 

"Parlinnient (in atlier words the peo])le) 
entruated Sir Hector Lungevin -.vith the 
duties pertaining to tho Depaninent of 
Public Works, and they bold him lo- 
spousible for tho workin«s of bis oflice. He 
cannot evade that respousibility. ISut Sir 
Hector has — and justly has — the reputation 
of being the most ' paibstakiujB! '|)f all the 
niinisters.at . Ottawa. No man can have 
business- with'- hliri without discerning that 
lie has fanifiiarized himself with the matters 
with which be deals, and nnderstands their 
details. It is morally impossible that he 
could halve been decoiveu oonoeriiing an 
extra charge, involving so large a sum us 
S.')2,000. But, in any case, here was hia 
own etipulation, that no extra charge 
should be allowed, the agreement of tlie 
contractors that no extra demand would be 
made, and tho evidence that no extra 
cliargo had been incurred. Yet bo author- 
ized the payment of the money. It ia im- 
jKissible to defend sucli transactions. It ia 
iniposaible to e.vcuae them. It ia impca- 
silile to palliate them. They , call fur the 
severest censure which honest men can 
formulate." 

It is pleasant and encouraging to eee tho 
Conservative Press rising above mere parti- 
sanship in this way. It is abundantly evi- 
dent that there is a stroni; and a healthy 
public opinion among Conservatives with 
respect to the scandals. There is ho desire 
among them to screen the guilty, or to 
make light of their offences. When men 
talk about the corruption brought to light 
in Ottawa, it is hard to distinguish Con- 
servatives from Liberals. 



in their hands to accomplish their pur- 
poses. This was really the nature of the 
contest at first, but Governor Buchanan, as 
many consider, weakly gave in and made u 
compromise with men in arms agiinst the 
Government. Now there is no place for a 
compromise, and if the miners resort to 
force, they must be met by force. Thia is 
greatly to bo deplored, fop tho miners are, 
witliout doubt, right in the abstract. 
Leasing out convicts ia an inicjuitous 
practice, and when they are employed by 
greedy employers to keep down wages and 
to prevent men who have not violated the 
laws earning an honest livelihood, the in- 
justice must bo felt by the workingnien to 
be well nigh inlolerablc. Tbcy do not aa a, 
rulo take time to consider abstract questions 
of right iiud'wrong, oe~ whether what they 
intend to do is wise or the reverse in its 
bearing on the public policy. They feel 
that wrong has been done them, the sting 
of the injustice inaddena theui, and tlioy act 
without tailing time to deliboratc or to 
count the cost. It would be prudent und 
right to be.p4tiettt and.- to have their gricv- 
luiuo remedied iu the constitutional way, 
liut it ia greatly to be feared that they will 
not bo patient, but tlint they will try to 
take the law in their own hands. They 
have been already threatening, and when 
they get a good opportunity they will 
attempt to carry out their .threats. News 
of labor disturbances in Tennessee may 
therefore be expected before long.

.1 .Y INDEPEJ^DE^fTLEOISLA^URE. 

It will be reiiieinbered that a few weeks 
ago tlie niincra iu a district in Tennessee 
protested, with arms in their bands, against 
tlie eiiiployincnt of convicts in the Bacc- 
villc niiiiea. The Governor of tho State 
called out the militia, but rather than that 
blood should bo shed in such i\ cause, he en- 
teied into negotiations with the armed 
miners and agreed, within a specified time, 
to convene the Legislature, iu order that it 
might have the opportunity of repealing the 
enactment that mado the leasing of convicts 
liwful in the State of Tennessee. 

Governor Buchanan was as good as hia 
word. He called a meeting of the Legisla- 
ture, but when it met it would not do the 
work that th^' Striking miners and their 
friends and upholders demanded that it 
should do. It may be that tha majority of 
its members considered that it would bo 
d.mgeroiia to the iiea.^e and good goverii- 
niijiil of tho .State to enact luwa under com- 
pulsion, or, ut any rate, at the dictation of 
an armed mob. It ia most important that 
legislatures, whether they arc big or amall, 
ahould bo. perfectly ■ freer— that no 
or b dy of'nfen slibnld bo in a position to 
dcniiiiid the cniiolnieiit of any law, good or 
bid, iniporlaiit or uiiiinportunt. If the 
ni.ijority of tlio Logia'uture of Tennessee 
took this view, thoy were no doubt riglit in 
refusing to pass u law which they iiiiglit re- 
g ird as just and necessary. The aesertion 
of tho independence and the freedom of the 
Legislature was of iinicli more importance 
to the people of the state tluiii the repeal of 
even tlic b;id law. which empowered tho 
executive to lease out convicts to iodivid- 
uuls and to corporations. 

But there was another consideration, 
which, no doubt, had considerable weight 
with many of the members, and this was 
that the convicts of the state were leased 
out for a term of years, four of w hich had 
yet to run, for .$100,000 a year. They pro- 
bably believe 1 that the state was bound to 
carry out its contract in good fuitb, and it 
may be that they saw that they could not 
easily replace tho money that must be aacri- 
licud if the contract was broken. At any 
rate, for thia reason, and most likely for 
other reasons beaidca, the Legislature ad- 
journed without enacting tho law duiuandcd 
by the miners. 

It is more than likely that when the 
minors have had time to consider the conrae 
puraiied by the I^egiahiture they will renew 
the agitation against convict labor in the 
mines, and will try us they did before, by 
force to prevent their being employed to 
do tho work of 'free men who have not vio- 
lated tho law, ' Govdinur Buchanan will 
then, no doubt, do what ho can to assert tho 
aupreniacy of the law, and the atrugglo will 
likely be who aro to rulo the Statu of 
Touneaaeo, the constituted authoritioa or u 
portion of tho people, who have taken arms

I he original Hold iiotoa of Mr. lllehards, by 
whom tho map wa.i iireparod, were produced, 
and the witness (luusLioned at lenntli upon 
same, Mr. Vernon explained that lie was the 
political nnd temporary bead of the dopart- 
incnt, and not tho pn foss'onal nnd permanent 
ollleer. Ho was not a civil engineer, nnd could 
not speak with authority on the map. 

HiaLordFlilp objected to the technical nature 
of the rineslions put, and asWoil Mr. Fell to cou- 
line himself to the point at issue. 

Jlr. Fell replied that he was doing so, as one 
of the allegation, to which exception bad been 
taken, was that lands which were unsurveyod 
were given over to Mr. Vernon's friends 

Ilia Lordship— That is not the point. You 
liken him unto a gambler, with a pack ot cards 
up his sleeve, and use the basest language you 
can cnncelvo towards hini. 

Witness o>ci>lalnod the particulars of an ap- 
plication made by H, 81 Mosan; and denied that 
F. S. Ilarnard bad applied foror beeii granted 
unsurvoyed land. 

Mr. Fell -Do you consider It to bopartof your 
duty to see thai the applications made are 
correct ? 

* Witness— I psesnmo they are. I don't CTnm- 
ino I bom all myself, till) aen a ia tho moat that 
can bo secured in one application. 

His Lordship— A man could apply for and get 
640 acres, nnd then take another G-lO. 

Witness, continuing, said thatln-the case of 
Davies claim, the ofliec assumed that the lar ds 
wero prcpoily staked until proof to the con- 
trary is adduced. 

Cunningham's application was, according to 
the map and tho description given In the 
Gazette, for a tract of water 

Mr, Fell made tbo most of this discovery, and 
asked if this Crown grant would have been 
granted or what lauds were given instead of 
the water. 

The answer was that tlio claim had not been 
recorded 

Mr. Fell continued to examine llio witness on 
tho same lines, in tho endeavor to prove thai 
there was no knowledge of the lands applied tor 
in the land office. Tho explanation was that 
tho lands were, at tho time of tho application, 
unsurvnyod. 

"Had you any private correspondence with 
any ot the parlies with reference to thesoap- 
plicatlonsr asked Mr. Fell. 

Witneai answered that ho did not think bo 
bid had. In the early atagea of the trouble bo 
miKlil have suKges'.ed a con'ptoiuifo to tho 
parties concerned. Tho lands nc the time 
wero worth about. ?1 per acre, but they were 
now nioro valuable. In tho case of Alexander, 
Hall and others, for 112 acres, tho claim OTor- 
lapped 211) acres alionatea by Crown grant prior 
to tlie date of t ho notice of intention to apply. 
In the case ot Mr. Hollon'a application for 520 
aires, hla initial roit waa planted upon Innd 
already alienated by Crown prnnt, and his ap- 
plication inclndcd Si) acres ot land previously 
alienated hy Crown grant. Tho desoriplion in 
Mr. Bolton d Gazette notice is not In accord- 
ance with tho measuTHmonts set forth In tho 
"Land Act." In Mr. Qreen'soloim to purohaao 
550 acres, hla application sent Into the Uand 
Onico was not in accordance with his Gszette 
notice. His descriptions were not In accord in 
tho meaaurcmenis act forth in the "Land Act," 
80 chains iu length being tbo longest lino allow- 
ed, whereas Mr. Green's lines oitond la onodi- 
rrctioD 120 chains and in another 03 chains. Tho 
application also included land alienated by 
Crown grant prior to the date of the notice. 
In tbo case of lloiikins nnd Green's claim, 
their measuremonto wero ISO chains cast and 
west, whereas tho "l.and Act" permits only 
BOebaina. Tho position of tbo initial post ia 
not on tho iand but in Works Channel. SI, 
King also applied for 320 acrrs of the same 
crround. In tho easo of Alexander, and others 
for 1,280 acres, tho land applied for oxtends 120 
chains north, when the Act only permits CO 
chains. There arc Bhoiit -too acres of 
Works Channel Included in this application, 
nnd the position of the initial jjost, as lo- 
cated by tbo Gazette notice and as shown on 
the application sunt to tho Land Oflico do not 
agree. 

Mr. Fell examined the witness at consider- 
able leiiKlh on these ohjeelloiiH, nnd elicited 
that no .-iucli objeclions ha t been raised in the 
cases of Messrs Barnard. CuiuiinKlmni or 
Davies. The reason assigned waa, that until 
tho facts wore revc.ded by tho inTcsliifalion, 
tbo department wore not cognisant of thorn. 

Hon. 'I'heo. Davie, A Itorney-Genoral, was 
next put on tbo stand, and deposed that during 
Mr. Vci-nou's absence in Kngland, he hod been 
Bp:>kRn to in reference to the lands at Port 
Biinpaon, claimed hy llarnaril. Davlcs and Cun- 
ningham. One of the i)!irtli s spoko of imply- 
ing fiir an injnnct Ion atjnii.st the Chief (^oin- 
mis-lonor of Lands and Works. Ho infornioil 
Mr. Hall, to whom he was 8i)ok(!n toon tho 
point, thill if Ihos'e iieDjile who nlleKcd to liaeo 
iL jiiliir eliiim, (-oiild aubslanl I;ite, Barnard, 
Cuniiingbiuii or Davies could not cluitu tho 
lands. An investin.ition waa held, and it was 
then found that all tho claims to tlicso lunds 
were out of order. Witness was exumineilns 
to his connection with tho present action, and 
said that ho advised it, nnd druw up tho state- 
ment of claim. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fell— I consider it 
consistent with my position as Attornoy-Qon- 
oral to do as 1 did ia tniscaao. 1 am not act- 
ing as Jlr. Vernon's counsel, but simply .13 his 
friimd. 

This concluded the ovidenco for tho proaoou- 
Hon, and rho Court adjourned until 10 o'clock, 
this moraiog. ij

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THE JUNTA'S TEOOPS. 



An Infuriated Mob of Soldiery Vatiny 
) and Demand to be Sent 
Home- 
Text of the Letter Written by Bal- 
maceda before He Killed Him- 
self— His Death a Sacrifice. 



New Vobk, Sept. 23.— A Herald cable 
from Santiago says^.The emeute among the 
troops of the junta yesterday j- oatfsed by in- 
duigSE?? is !j^H9f} ^f*? ft *F!Vi?}BJ*tt«''co"'- 
pared with thflU'voit tiiaUrotebuUa.aay. 
■^""".'.jj the largo numb r of soldiers ol the 
provisionnl government stationed here arc 
many volunteers from Tiirapaco and OlUcr 
northern provinces of Chili. For some time 
these volunteers, many of whom were driiwu 
into the service of the junta by the hope of 
ifich plunder in the southern provinces, have 
been very restless under the law of order 
a^ddrestraint that has followed tlie occupa- 
tion of this city by the jnnta. This spirit 
of lawlessness, which hixa lieen smoldering 
in the ranks of the volunteers, broke out 
to-day. As Scncr Mott, Rt noon, was walk- 
ing through the main thoroughfare, ho was 
suddenly seized by an infuriated mob of sol- 
diers froiii' the liorfcliern provinces. They 
made a great outcry agaiDSt what they de- 
nounced as an injastice in keeping them 
longer in Santiago, anddeinaDded, withmany 
threats, that measures be at once taken to 
return' tfaem. .'to their |' homes. Among 
otheir ,nui'tters denounced' was the food 
wHich'tiad been furnitlhed them. Thoy pro- 
tested that the quality was'inferibr, and dc- 
oliired they would no loncer snbinit to it. 
As a consequence, the turbulence of the 
volunteers of Santiago, who had not yet 
recovered from the excitement caused by 
Balinaceda'a suicide, was again thrown into 
a high fever. The news spread quickly 
over the city, and as it travelled through 
one street after anoUier the startling in 
telligence was followed by the closing up of 
all the shops. To what e>:lcnt the disatfec- 
tion would have spread it is impossible to 
say. Further trouble was happily averted, 
at least for the time being, l>y tne clear 
judgment and cool bearing of the president 
of the junta, Jorge Moutt, and Colonel 
Canto. Their firmness, coupled with pro 
misea to the angry soldiers that their 
grievances would be attended to, served to 
allay the spirit of rebellion. These promises 
wore not made in any mere conciliatory 
manner. The movement to return the dis 
contented volunteers to their homes will be 
gin to morrow. Three battalions are to be 
sent northward by the steamer to Iquiqui 
and to other ports. 

Balmacedas death,. as I predicted, has 
tended to soften the measures adopt' 
ed by the junta in ' its conduct 
toward many of the supporters of the 
late government, who are in hiding. Hal- 
nuiceda's sacrifice, so pathetically made, 
not have been made in vain: With 
him' still alive certain'of his prominent ad- 
faere^nts might well have dreaded.the treat- 
ment they would have met .^had they been 
caught by the victora;..^ irovt;:thai):tfae]mve 
lias closed over him, ther fierceness 'or . the 
conquerors appears to^bave given away to a 
generous' and m°agnan{'moUB''feelingV'" Ed- 
ward Matte, who was one of this leaders of 
the Congressionalists, said, to-day, that 
the junta was not disposed to indulge in 
any harshness. It preferred, on the con- 
trary, to show the world that the revolu- 
tion having gained all its objects, the junta 
■would not permit the names of its leaders 
to be stained by its vindictiveness. 

Decrees have been issued ordering the 
local authorities in all pros'incca to conduct 
the coming electiocs without resorting to 
any manner of coercion. Following is the 
complete text of the letter written by Bal- 
maceda early on the morning he killed him- 
aelf; 

SEPTEMHEft 19.18U1. 

My Dear Siu and Fhiend:— In tonformity 
■with what we previously said, as you well 
know, I must And a solution of the situation in 
which I am placed, and I ouKkt not to prolong 
any further the asylum which, in these event- 
ful rooinents jou so Kcnerously have Riven me. 
and which I recommend to my family as the 
greatest service I ever received In ray life. The 
exasperatlohof my enemies renders them liable, 
should my reaidoDce be found out, to ko to ex- 
tremes, which I shall avoid by the ijreatest 
fMcrlflco n couniKeou" man can make. You 
know 1 have scorned vulgar cvaalnn, deeming 
it unwortliy of n man who 1ms ruled over the 
destinies of Chill. I had decided, therefore, of 
my own free vo ition. to place myself in tlie 
hands of tlio Junta do (ioblemo. hoping that 
the constitution and Ihwb would in the end pre- 
vail and protect every one. However, with all 
the chiefs and otilcers in the army, senutora, 
.representatives, judiciaries and public funo- 
tionaries in all brandies o] the public service 
accused and brought to trial, prisoners or (ugl- 

ves, and I, myself, who alone am responsible 



before Congress, dragged to justice as repro- 
senlod by special Judgoi and partisans ot 
the revolution, to answer with our per- 
sons and property for all we have done as a gov- 
ernment. Wo nave a constituted govern. 
ment of wanton arbitrariness, eslahliaiied In 
such a manner that I have lo it all hope that 
Justice would bo accorded, and seeing the spirit 
and tendoncios of the rovohuion which have 
como Into control I do not souk further to pro- 
long my asylum, which I noltlior can nor ouglit 
to do, I am ready to make a aacrlllco. Would 
to Ood thissacrlllco would lessen the persecu- 
tions of my IrlonUs by those wlio think in this 
way they can hunillfdtc and wo\ind mo more 
keoidy. May God IiavO mercy on a man 
thrown down by the blows ot t/jj^fortuno. As 
I bless you and your wife, I hope My children 
will also bless you. Toll ArrlontA (ho Is aaoa 
and BtAya near my kinilred) to portorm tlio last 
merciful sorvlco. without ceremony or any fol- 
lowlnifmord than yourself. May vnu nnd yoor 
wifeandohlldren over bo happy. Vom'j,

Attnclicd to the letter was another brief 
poatoript calling attention to the fact that 
other letters would ho found addressed to 
his wife and mother, and requesting that 
they bo delivered. These letters simply 
contained the unfortunate man's farewell. 

Minister Egan assures your correspondent 
that in neither letter ia there tho least refer- 
ence to the motives that drove lialmaceda 
to suicide.

Lister's Chargfes Agfaiiist the Fost- 
master-lxeueral — The Uotipu. 
Defeated on JDivision. - 



Bradley. Secretary of tho Railway 
Department, Suspended— Pre- 
mier Hercier Explains. 



Ottawa, Sept. 23. — A ftiotion was made 
in the House of Commons by Mr. Lister, 
asking for the appointment of a select com- 
nuttec, to investigate the charges against 
the postmuslcr gonerBl. ' The Hon, Mr. 
Uaggart madu a specific denial to every 
allegation in Lister's indictment, and suid 
that he never was a member of a firm of 
contractors under Government, arid never 
in any manner or form received a penny 
from tlicni personally or for political pur- 
poses. He had assisted to draft articles of 
partnership between Senator McLaren and 
others, who were contractois, and all he 
received for his work barely covered his 
travelling expenses.^ Thit transaotlona were 
twelve montns old and he Had twice testi- 
fied under oath respecting tlieni, once 
before a Parliamentary committee and once 
in tho courts, and nothing \vus proven 
against him. 

Sir.John Thompson, speaking for the 
Goveimnient, said that the charges simply 
implied a breach of the Independence of 
Parliament Act, alleged to have been com- 
mitted twelve years ago. Mr. Huggart liud 
been four times re-elected since then. 
Seemingly Mr. Lister desired to shelter 
himself behind the vagueness of his charges. 
He did not dare allege anything improper 
against the present government, but simply 
inainnaled Boniething regarding by-gono 
administrations, of wlii^h there was only 
one inen)ber in the cabinet, to day. Ho 
quoted I'higlisli precedents also, against 
proceeding in the matter now; to accept 
such flimsy ttiitements, he contended, wua 
enlirel}' subversive of the privilegea of mem- 
bera. He niove<l llii'.t the Houac proceed to 
the next order of bushieaa, 

Hon. Mr. Laurier thought that the lite 
pericid tif the session should not prevent un 
enquiry being instit\ilcd. The personal 
honor of .\lr. Haggart \va8 nU'ected. He 
therefore urged that a committee be ap- 
pointed. The debate was continued until 
lO.IiO p.m., when a division wos taken, Mr. 
Lister's motion being defeated by a major- 
ity of '24. Mr. Turto did not vote. 

A. P. Bradley, Secro'ary of the R;iilway 
Department, was suspended, to-day. 

Premier Mercicr's explanation relative to 
tho Baie de Cbaleurs matter was presented 
to the Senate, to-day. He says that the 
transaotion between the Government and 
the Company was perfectly regular and 
honorublo. With respect to some of the 
dfliupfs, Mr. Meroier says the incidents are 
very ninch to bo regretted. ^'If my col- 
leagues uud ntyself hud any knowledgs of 
the transactions, m gotiatiuus would hdvu 
ceased. Ucspecting the note exchanged for 
a letter of exchange on Paris, in favor of 
Air. .Morcicr, tho I'remier says lie was in- 
formeil that that money was raised on a 
blank note left by him beforo hia departuri; 
to Kiirope. I aflirm, when in Europe iiml 
wanting this aum, I aaUi'd lliat it lie t-ent to 
nic, iiiitiii ally expecting to pay tlic exjieii^cs 
of the transaction, seciim lliiit it wua fur 
per.Honul expense.". I atiirin ;iUo, in ashing 
for the money I was not awiire that tho 
tratiHacliona were connected with the rnil- 
w.iy. KuttlH^r cor re.ipondeiico shows that 
Premier .Mereier objected tothecommission, 
hut Ihially gave way. 

OlTAW.'v, Sept. —The .hdiate on tlio 
Tarte-Laiigcvin matter occiipied tlie Ildiiau 
all day. 'i'ho report was adopted by a vote 
of 101 to 80. '
